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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner acknowledges receipt of amendment and remarks filed 07/06/05. Claims 8, 
1 1, 12, 14 and 16 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not disclose a composition that consists essentially of humectant, wetting agent that is selected 
from the group consisting of amphipathic block copolymer, polymer with hydrophilic backbone 
and mixtures thereof, elastomer and volatile silicone oil and cosmetic vehicle. For example, the 
composition of Beerse et al. (US 6,294,186) in addition to siloxanes, silicone oils, amphipathic 
block copolymer (PERMULEN TR-1) and oil contain salicylic acid or benzoic acid. Gers- 
Barlag et al. (US 6,436,413) discloses an emulsion, which in addition to humectants and oils and 
cosmetic vehicle contains metal oxide pigments, hydrocolloid (polysaccharides) antioxidants and 
antimicrobial active substances (abstract; claims 1-6; column 4, line 56 to column 6 line 53). 
Therefore, the pending claims are allowable.
